From Colorado. 
I am pleased to aee letters from New En- 
terprise, Pa-, in the Evangelist, and to hew- 
that the Brethren there are still working for 
the Master. My sympathies are with the 
Brethren there, with whom I have bo long 
eujoyed sweet christian fellowship ; where the 
tfc-s of christian love have been strengthened 
bv the misrepresentations and trials we have 
together endured. We often do not appre- 
ciate the social pleasures derived from congen- 
ial church relations till we are deprived Irom 
enjoying them. Out here in the beautiful 
City of the Plains, in sight of the grand old 
Rockies, my thoughts go hack to the Sabbath 
School and prayer meetings at New Enter- 
prise, and it it should never more be my priv- 
ilege to meet the brethren there, the time may 
not be far distant when we can all meet in 
that land where there will be no misunder- 
standing ; where misrepresentations cannot 
wound, where all ia love and i«tare. Here in 
the West there are many earnest christian 
workers. In Denver there are a number of 
beautiful churches, with large congregations 
of worshippers ; yet there are many who do 
not spend their Sabbath in the sanctuary. 
Some spend their Sabbaths in the saloons, 
where strong inducements are held out to en- 
tice young men from the path of rectitude. 
If some of our eastern friends who spend so 
much time and energy over things of so very 
little importance, would come out west and 
see the great need of christian workers, they 
might probably apend some of their time ad 
vantageously. "if they could devise some meth 
od whereby "more workers could be sent into 
this large field white for the harvest. 

Since my arrival here I have enjoyed the 
privilege of being present at the dedication of 
two churches ; one Presbyterian, the other 
Congregational. Both of these chinches are 
very comfortable and attractive places of wor 
Bhip ; and why should they not be ? We 
make our homes as atti active and comfortable 
as we-eati when we invite our friends to visit 
us, why Bhould we not bring the best we have 
to beautify God's house, where we hope to 
have Jesus meet with us. At the dedication 
of the Highland Presbyterian church, Dr. 
Hayes of the Central church, preached a very 
interesting sermon. What particularly in- 
terested me in these churches is their liberal 
giving. They observe the Apostolic injunc- 
tion to. lay by in store and give as the Lord 
has prospered them. Last Sabbath was Chil- 
dren's Day in the Presbyterian and Metho- 
dist churches. It is a beautiful custom to 
devote one day to the children, when the ser- 
vices are especially adapted to the little ones. 
In large cities there are so many temptations 
that it the young are not firmly planted on 
the Rock of Ages they will be led astray. We 
all know that in some homes the children are 
neglected ; then it is the duty of the church 
to care for the neglected ones. Last Monday 
was observed as Flower day by the W. T. U., 
when the ladies of that association presented 
a boq net of flowers to each prisoner in the 
jail, and to each patient in the hospitals. I 
went with some ladies to the county jail. We 
were permitted to sec the women prisoners ; 
we presented our flowers and had some con - 
versation with the in. When we asked what 
brought them there, they all said whiskey was 
the cause. One of the officers of the jail told 
us nine-tenttiB of all that came there were 
brought there through the use of intoxicants. 
And yet knowing all this the authorities grant 
licence, and saloons ont number churches. Sa- 
loons where every inducement is held out to 
lead men and women to their own destruction. 
When will our churches realize their resposi- 
bility in this matter.

Left my home at Maria, Bedford county, 
Pa., latter part of May, and soon was at Mil- 
ler's crossing, near Dayton, Ohio. On follow- 
ing Saturday attended Bear Creek lovefeast, 
and mat many of whom I frequently had 
heard, and read after their productions in the 
papers, &c Found them genial, clever and 
warm-hearted earnest contenders for the faith 
and belief they now practice in part at least. 
Suffice it to say, it being my first visit 
amongst them, I am slow to form hasty con- 
clusions, lest haply I may be considered too 
fatt t and thus ignore all former precedents. 

Attended annual council, and saw many I 
had heard of, and read after, and wondered of- 
ten what manner of men they were ; was fay- 
orably impressed, and can say, social relations 
and christian charity have been somewhat en- 
larged. Therefore if I have nothing good to 
aay , I resolve to close my lips. Heard many 
earnest, eloquent appeals for justice, right and 
love, christian courtesy and forbearance, with 
* manifest improvement in many thing* too 


numerous to mention. Also heard many 
things I rather would not have beard and aaw 
the same but I must hasten on. 

I came to Illinois and met a Bister in the 
flesh, and from there to Morrill, Kansas, and 
heard Elder Martin Meyers speak, two and a 
half miles north of town. Good discourse. 
Met W. J. H Bauman and eat breakfast with 
him. Came to Falls City, Sunday evening, 
and am here to-day. Meet every now and 
then some 1 have worshipped with, and hear 
a great deal of division, but little of union; 
and as I am a person who cares little for the 
former and much for the latter, you will ex- 
cuse me when I say, "The Mistakes of Chris- 
tianity" is to-day the theme that should be 
advocated, for I earnestly honestly and candid- 
ly state, there is utterly a fault amongst us, 
and the Apottle James would say, "My breth- 
ren these things ought not so to be." The 
Savior says, "That they all may be one," and 
the burden of my prayer is, O God, forgive, 
for many of us know not what we do. I be- 
lieve that each body of the brotherhood have 
erred and no one alone. I believe the Spirit 
of Christ is lacking and the fruits of the flesh 
are manifest. In alt christian charity, I im- 
plore all to confess their faults and pray for 
one another. I am no bigot, no quarreller, no 
judge, but I am Jfor peace, union, love and 
good will. I love the church but deplore its 
condition. I love its doctrines, but detest its 
abuses. I stand for Christ and no party. 
Let party names no mure,'' &c. 

I am what I am by the grace of God, and 
earnestly hope that Brethren everywhere will 
pray for unworthy me, and when I say Breth- 
ren, I mean the church of the Brethren as I 
joined iu August 187-1, in its fullness and not 
as now. Brethren, let us labor, watch, and 
pray ; lay down our argument, pro and con, 
and' come to God in sack cloth and ashes, if 
need be that we may stand immovable, al- 
ways abounding in the work of the Lord.
